Hopkins, blind, <deaf and dumb, has 
recently come Into the public eye by 
reason of the remarkable perceptive 
faculty she has displayed. She is en- 
tirely deaf and cannot distinguish light 
from darkness, yet this wonderful girl 
in some way understands what people 
are talking about ten feet away from 
her. 
She cannot always do this, but 


has done so repeatedly. She converses 
In the sign language, like all deaf 
routes, yet her perceptive faculty, what- 
ever it Is, catches a question asked 
her by pressing her hands and answers 
it before it is finished, even when it Is 
scarcely begun. 


How can she do It? 
Psychologists hare said that, besides 


our five specialized senses, there exists 
in us all a general sense of perception, 
by which we may know things unan- 
nounced to us by either sight or hear- 
ing. 
Sometimes this power is called 


the sixth sense, or intuition, and the 
more highly it is developed the more 
one can cognize happenings independ- 
ently of the other sense*. 


Besides her so called sixth sense, 


Miss Hopkins appears to have both 
ears and eyes in her finger tips. She is 
now seventeen years old.
